The oath also occupies a centra 


place in ecclesicestical usage. 
Its 


equivalent is ta'ken when we unite 
with the church, .when our children 
are dedicated to the Lord in baptism, 
and when -men 'ane ordained to office 
'as ruling or teaching elders. 


God's word is replete with instanc 


es of men an angels voluntarily as 
suming obligation in this solemn man- 
ner. God, the Father, utters promises 
and confirms his word by an oath 
Our Lord at twelve years of age 
came under the covenant in a for- 
mal way and assumed responsibility 
as "a. son of the law." At' his trial 
before the Jewish 'Sanludrin he testi- 
fied, under oath, to his divine son- 
ship. 


Caution was urged against rash- 


ness in matters of the oath. Jeptha 
was cited as n. warning against illy 
considered vows. "Be not hasty to 
utter anything befoite ,'lGod.'" 
Yet 


there is a duty to vow as well as to 
pay what is vowed. To vow is simply 
to recognize an obligation in a form- 
al way. To refuse to promise to do 
right in no sense frees one from the 
moral responsibility to do it. 


To lie to God is a very serious 


matter. As a nation we should fulfill 
vows we took, at the call of our 
president, during the Great War. 
Satan was the first person to repud- 
iate an obligation. He is (mown as 
'The Father of Lies." Ananias and 
his wife lied to God and ewift pun- 
ishment followed. And it is written, 
"all. liars shave their past in the 
lake that bnrneth with fire and 
brimstone." 


It is well for us, occasionally, to 


review our pledges. The church ex- 
>ects us to keep them, so does the 
•orld, so does Jesus Christ. Even 
Satan honors the man who rings 
rue. He honored Jesus by using all
